JAPANESE TO PROTEST, 


ee Geneva, Yesterday. 

Dr. Yen declares that he is de- 
termined.to purstie’ the appeal 
for a special meeting of the 
League Assembly, if the Council 
declines to take the initiative.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 
THE YEAR 1931, 9° 


The following report, prepared by the General 
Committee, is to be presented at the Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting of the Association to be held on 


February 26. 


The decennial census of 1931 
revealed that the population of 
Kowloon had more than doubled 
during the past decade, To quote 
from the official census report, 
“Kowloon — almost — entirely 
urban, is now comparable in size 
‘with Nottingham or Portsmouth 
and is not far short of New- 
castle - upon- Tyne where the 
population in 1921 was 275,000 
persons.” 

The phenomenal development 
of the Peningula during the last 
few years, resulting in beautiful- 
ly lay out streets and thorough- 
fares, fine residential areas, a 
delightful. homely atmosphere, 
and increasing industrial im- 
portance, is an achievement of 
which the Colony may well be 
proud. During this amazingly 
rapid transformation, the neces- 
sity “gr such an institution as the 
Kowloon Residents’ Association, 
to advise on ‘the numerous muni- 
sipal questions attendant on such 
an expansion and.to promote the 
welfare of the community has 
been apparent, and the value of 
its work is generally acknow- 
ledged. \ 

It is worthy of note that the 
report for 1981 is the tenth 
printed annual report of the As- 
sociation (although it was 
founded in 1920), and your Com- 
mittee had under consideration 
the idea of making this report a 
special anniversary number of 
embodying in it a brief survey of. 


the wonderful growth of Kew- |: 


Joon during’ this period. In view, 
however, of the extensive and 
valuable material to be edited, it 
has been decided that such an in- 
teresting publication is worthy 
of a more comprehensive volume. 

The year’s work of your Com- 
mittee has not been without its 
quota of disappointments and 
problems unsolved, but some- 
thing atleast has been accom- 
plished, and we are able to claim 
many improvements in the ameni- 
ties of Kowloon as the result of 
our endeavours. : 

Bathing Facilities. 

The disposal of certain beaches 
hitherto utilised for public bath- 
ing was viewed with grave con- 
cern by your: Committee, and. a 
strong protest was lodged with 
Government, Although the dis- 
posal of the remaining portion of 
Tai Wan beach was not proceed- 
ed with, ‘the lack of adequate 
facilities for public bathing, was 
apparent, and your Committee 
formulated a scheme’ for the 

. provision of bathing pools. which 


was submitted to Government. |

capital expenditure involved, the 
Committee are confident that no 
difficulty would be experienced

warded to Government. These 
recommendations received care- 
ful consideration, and have been 
adopted in part. The need for 
further expansion and provision 
of a. maternity block, however, 
cannot be overlooked, and. the 
subject continues to be carefully 
watched by your Committee. It 
is particularly gratifying to note 
that Government agrees that the 
establishment of a Public Dis- 
pensary in- the Tsim Sha Tsui 
district is desirable, and we trust 
the necessary funds will be made 
available for this service. 
Yaumati Ferry Wharf. 

Representations were made to 
Government with a view to im- 
proving the road surface and 
traffic facilities at this important 
centre; as’ a result, permission 
has been granted for the parking 
of private cars on the unmade 
portion of the road, but the ques- 
tion of surfacing the road: has 
been put off to 1932.

were introduced when the actual 
traffic arrangements ‘were found 
to be satisfactory, and the scheme 
as now functioning is undoubted- 
ly a vast improvement on the 
old haphazard arrangements, and 
operates with a maximum of

Another large haul of Illicit

IN ACTION IN 1794. 


I was much surprised recently to 
encounter, among some old. French 
records, detailed tidings of a pro- 
perly organised air force which 
was used by the French armies in 
their operations against the invad- 
ing Austrians so long ago as 
1794! writes. a Manchester Guar- 
dian correspondent. 

The project began by the urgings 
of the balloonist Guyton-Morveau 
that his fellow-members. of the 
Scientific Commission of the 
National Committee of Public Safe- 
ty should test out the possibilities 
of serial co-operation with troops. 
This they agreed to, with the stipu- 
lation that-no sulphur was to be 
used in the making of the necessary 
hydrogen gas, as the war with Eng- 
land had put an end to imports of 
that commodity from Sicily. 
France’s powder mills already were 
running short. Lavoisier had pro- 
duced hydrogen by playing a steam 
jet. on red-hot iron. It seemed 
doubtful, however, if by this means 
enough could be obtained to inflate 
a balloon. Captain of Engineers 
Coutelle and Citoyens Conte and 
Charles were put to work in the old 
Salle .des Murechaux of the 
Tuileries. Passing numerous steam 
jets through a series of cast-iron 
pipes filled with iron fillings, they 
soon made more than 600 cubic feet 
of hydrogen, which appeared to 
show that the Lavoisier discovery 
was of practical use.

‘MANCHURIA. 


Japan to Publish Text 
of 1905 Treaty. 


‘The Japanese Government has 
been stirred to action by the re- 
cently puolished statement from 
Dr. Wellington Koo, the former 
Chinese Minister for... Foreign 
Affairs, that no agreement was 
ever concluded between China 
and Japan regarding. the con-. 
struction of -railway lines’ in 
Manchuria parallel to that of the 
South Manchuria Railway, says 
a Tokyo message, , 

It is learned in authoritative 
circles - that. the ‘Japanese 
Government intends very shortly 
to reveal the full text of a Sino- 
Japanese agreement in 1905, 
with the various’ minutes attach- 
ed, in which it is stated that the 
Chinese definitely promised to 
refrain from the construction of 
such parallel lines in Manchuria. 

It is understood that the text 
of this agreement was revealed 
confidentially to Great Britain 
and America atthe time it was 
concluded, but it is stated that 
Japan has so far refrained from 
publishing the text in deference 
to the Chinese request that she 
should not do so. , 
Officials in Tokyo state that the 
ma‘n gist of text ° of this. treaty 
appears in “MacMurray’s Trea- 
ties,” the volume published some 
years ago by Mr. J. A. V. Mac- 
Murray, the former American 
Minister to China, but: up to the 
present no authority has. been 
quoted for this agreement and
